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SAINT-PIERRE  ET  MIQUELON 

Frequented  since  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century  by  fisher- 
men from  Granville,  Saint-Malo,  Bayonne  and  Saint -Jean-de-Luz, 
the  archipelago  of  Saint-Pierre  et  Miquelon,  where  in  1535  Jacques 
Cartier  found  “several  ships  from  France  and  from  Brittany”,  is 
the  oldest  of  the  French  overseas  settlements.  Situated  in  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  about  12  miles  from  the  south  coast  of  Newfoundland, 
the  territory  comprises  three  principal  islands:  Saint-Pierre,  Langlade 
and  Miquelon,  the  two  last-named  linked  by  a low-lying,  sandy 
isthmus.

Though  2,000  miles  of  the  Atlantic  separate  them  from  the 
Motherland,  the  islands'  5,500  inhabitants,  from  families  in  the 
Basque  Country,  Brittany,  and  Normandy,  have  maintained  the 
traditions  of  these  old  French  provinces.  In  strange  and  picturesque 
contrasts,  their  ancient  poetry  mingles  with  startling  Paris  fashion 
novelties  and  the  latest  gadgets  from  the  New  World.  Almost  the 
whole  of  the  population  of  the  Islands  is  concentrated  at  the  capital, 
Saint-Pierre  (5,000  inhabitants),  where  wooden  houses,  and  narrow, 
inclined  streets,  remind  us  of  an  old  French  port. 

Visitors  are  impressed  by  the  islands'  typically  French  atmos- 
phere. The  French  spoken  at  Saint-Pierre  is  of  a very  high  quality, 
maintained  by  constant  exchanges  with  France  through  schools, 
radio,  television,  etc.  There  are  plenty  of  shops  selling  the  best 
French  products:  novelties  and  fancy  goods  from  Paris,  well-known 
perfumes  and  liqueurs.  In  the  little  hotels,  restaurants  and  “pen- 
sions” of  Saint-Pierre  excellent  French  wines  are  served  with  the 
well-prepared  meals. 

For  those  who  cannot  go  to  France  this  summer,  Saint-Pierre 
et  Miquelon  offer  at  a fraction  of  the  cost  the  next  best  opportunity 
to  experience  a memorable  and  profitable  holiday  on  French  soil. 


An  Experience  in  Community  Living 

When  the  School  was  founded  eleven  years  ago,  it  was  essen- 
tially to  provide  an  opportunity  for  English-speaking  students  to 
learn  to  speak  the  French  language.  Saint-Pierre,  being  a possession 
of  France  in  North  America,  seemed  an  ideal  location.  The  results 
justified  the  venture. 

STUDENTS  DO  LEARN  TO  SPEAK  FRENCH  AT  SAINT- 
PIERRE  AND  THEY  DEVELOP  CONFIDENCE  IN  THEMSELVES. 

They  derive  much  more.  They  discover  in  Saint-Pierre  a way  of 
life  which  is  fast  disappearing  from  our  cities,  that  of  a small  and 
perfectly  homogeneous  community  where  traditional  values  are  still 
held  in  high  respect  and  where  a sense  of  belonging  draws  together 
inhabitants  and  visitors  alike.  This  sense  of  “togetherness”  and 
the  opportunity  it  offers  for  immediate  integration  into  the  life  of  a 
community  has  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  School  and 
the  achievement  of  its  main  objective. 


Purpose  of  the  School 

To  develop  the  ability  to  speak  French  and  to  enrich  the  ex- 
perience of  French  life  and  culture  through  the  daily,  natural  use 
of  the  language.  Saint-Pierre  offers  an  exceptional  opportunity  to 
put  into  immediate  practice  what  has  just  been  learned  in  the  class- 
room. In  this  case  French  becomes  truly  a living  language. 

Who  can  attend  the  School? 

Anyone  who  is  genuinely  interested  in  learning  to  speak  French 
and  in  improving  his  or  her  knowledge  of  that  language.  Students 
come  from  all  parts  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  and  represent  a 
wide  range  of  occupations  and  professions.  The  meeting  of  such  a 
group  of  people  of  varied  ages  and  backgrounds  is  yet  another  inter- 
esting feature  of  the  School. 

The  only  restriction  is  that  students  must  have  reached  the  age 
of  18  by  December  31,  1971. 


Where  do  you  stay  at  Saint-Pierre? 

All  students  live  with  families  on  the  island  of  Saint-Pierre. 
The  School  makes  all  arrangements  in  this  respect  and  upon  arrival 
students  are  guided  to  their  respective  families.  The  Saint-Pierrais 
are  very  hospitable  and  eager  to  help.  The  average  Saint-Pierre 
housewife  is  an  excellent  cook  and  meals  are  tasty  and  copious. 
Strong  and  lasting  ties  have  developed  in  the  past  between  students 
and  their  hosts.  A home  away  from  home  awaits  the  student  in 
Saint-Pierre. 

Location  of  the  School 

Classes  are  held  each  morning  of  the  week,  except  Saturdays 
and  Sundays,  at  the  Lycee  on  the  Island  of  Saint-Pierre. 

Extra-curricular  activities  — choral  work,  rehearsal  of  plays, 
and  sports  take  place  at  the  College  Saint-Christophe. 

DIVISION  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

All  lectures,  discussions,  etc.,  are  conducted  entirely  in 
French.  The  use  of  English  is  strictly  forbidden,  and  all  students 
registering  at  the  Saint-Pierre  Summer  School  must  comply  with  this 
rule. 

The  School  is  divided  into  the  following  main  sections,  each 
section  broken  down  into  groups  of  no  more  than  15  students: 

A.  Beginners  Oral  French  — 4 weeks 

B.  Intermediate  Oral  French  — 4 weeks 

C.  Advanced  Oral  French  — 4 weeks 

The  following  courses  are  suggested  for  students  in  each  section: 
1.  Voix  et  Images  de  France  ler  degre 

This  is  a course  in  conversational  French  for  beginners  dev- 
eloped at  the  Ecole  Normale  Superieure  de  Saint-Cloud  (France). 
This  method  has  proven  its  worth  over  many  years  and  is  generally 
recognized  as  a highly  efficient  and  extremely  productive  approach 
to  the  learning  of  French.  Audio-visual  materials  — film  strips, 
sound  tapes,  etc.  — are  used  constantly  in  the  classroom  under 
the  guidance  of  competent  instructors.  Instead  of  emphasis  on  the 
content  of  conventional  textbooks,  the  Saint-Cloud  method  involves 
students  in  the  sights  and  sounds  of  the  French  environment.  This 
unique  method,  used  in  Saint-Pierre,  enables  the  student  to  put 
immediately  into  actual  practice  what  he  has  just  learned  in  the 
classroom.  As  he  leaves  the  School  each  day  after  his  morning 
class  and  steps  into  the  streets  of  Saint-Pierre  on  his  way  to  a 
‘cafe’  or  to  his  ‘pension’,  the  words  and  sentences  he  has  just 
mastered  come  naturally  to  his  lips  as  he  becomes  absorbed  in  the 
life  of  this  quaint  French  town. 

Students  enrolled  in  this  course  are  divided  into  two  groups: 
Group  I — lessons  1 — 16  of  Voix  et  Images  for  students 
who  have  had  no  previous  knowledge  of  French. 
Group  II  — lessons  17  — 32  of  Voix  et  Images  for  students 
who  have  had  a previous  limited  training  in 
oral  French. 


Some  students  might  wish  to  spend  two  months  at  Saint-Pierre,  and 
thus  complete  the  entire  course  of  Voix  et  Images. 

2.  Voix  et  Images  de  France  2eme  degre 

This  course  is  recommended  for  intermediate  students.  Its  aim 
is  to  develop  oral  proficiency  and  comprehension  using  a modern 
progressive  method  including  tapes.  The  emphasis  will  be  on  the 
fundamental  structures  of  the  language.  Voix  et  Images  ler  degre 
is  not  necessarily  a prerequisite  for  this  course.  No  text  required. 

3.  Conversation 

Discussions  of  specific  topics  chosen  from  texts  recorded  on 
tapes  and  printed  in  periodicals.  Conversation  is  offered  at  all 
levels. 

4.  Linguistics  (two  levels) 

a)  Intermediate  — a review  of  French  grammar  with  a stress 
on  the  practical  use  of  the  language.  Texts:  Langue  et  Litterature, 
T.H.  Brown,  McGraw-Hill;  Cahier  d’exercices  Langue  et  Ljtterature, 
T.H.  Brown,  McGraw-Hill. 

b)  Advanced  — the  aim  is  to  consolidate  and  expand  what  the 
student  already  knows  by  using  new  ways  of  looking  at  language. 
Texts:  Pensee  et  Structure,  Darbelnet,  Scribner;  Cahier  d’exercices 
Pensee  et  Structure,  Darbelnet,  Scribner. 

5.  Aspects  of  Modem  French  Life  and  Literature 

The  reading  of  plays,  poems  and  short  stories  provide  a back- 
ground for  class  discussion  and  appreciation  of  selected  works  by 
contemporary  authors.  The  reading  material  for  this  course  is  con- 
tained in  Langue  et  Litterature,  T.H.  Brown,  McGraw-Hill. 

6.  Modern  French  Theatre 

A study  and  an  appreciation  through  lectures  and  discussions 
of  the  works  of  some  of  the  most  eminent  representatives  of  con- 
temporary drama  in  France.  This  course  is  primarily  intended  for 
advanced  students.

EXTRA  CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

1.  Theatre 

All  students  registered  in  the  School  are  expected  to  partici- 
pate in  some  way  or  other  as  actor,  stage  designer,  stagehand, 
etc.,  in  the  presentation  to  a Saint-Pierre  audience  of  short  French 
one-act  plays.  The  preparation  of  these  dramatic  evenings  con- 
stitutes yet  another  opportunity  for  the  student  to  practise  and 
perfect  the  French  language.  The  learning  of  parts  and  the  many 
activities  associated  with  the  production  of  these  short  plays  can 
be  extremely  beneficial. 

2.  Choir 

For  the  last  two  years  the  School  has  been  fortunate  in  having 
the  collaboration  of  Mr.  Philip  Headley  who  has  been  in  charge  of 
singing  at  the  School.  His  ability  in  directing  a choral  group  is 
remarkable.  All  singing  is  done  in  French.  Many  students  have 
discovered  that  spending  an  hour  each  afternoon  under  Mr.  Headley’s 
direction  is  not  only  a wonderful  way  to  improve  their  knowledge 
of  French  but  is  a most  rewarding  experience  in  group  activity. 

3.  Local  television  programmes 

Our  students  will  have  an  opportunity  to  view  some  of  the 
best  productions  of  the  French  National  Television  (R.T.F.)  in  the 
field  of  drama,  music  and  variety. 

4.  Excursions  to  Langlade,  Miquelon,  lie  aux  Marins 

Once  a week  an  organized  excursion  will  take  students  by  boat 
to  neighbouring  islands.  These  short  sea  trips  have  been  extremely 
successful  in  the  past  and  have  met  with  enthusiastic  approval. 


5.  Afternoon  activities  at  the  Lycee 

The  Lycee  is  open  every  afternoon  to  students  who  may  wish 
to  study  or  participate  in  a regular  programme  of  activities  of  a 
more  informal  nature  organized  by  a member  of  the  teaching  staff.

Fee

de  France.

The  cost  will  depend,  naturally,  on  the  student’s  point  of  depar- 
ture and  the  means  of  transportation  he  uses:  plane,  train  or  car.
